Nationalism n-n."; tho old clique rule

:l1ent^ who m.-idc war a.1 will i cpiTdless 
of any popular ffvlintr toward conflict: 
there was no nccwsity to consult 
the national pulse. t,ater, with the 
advent of democracy, imscnipulous 
iTi' n poPFO.s.'jnp a wifle Inful^nce were 
forced lo paint their bellicose desiipns 
with a veneer of popular appeal. To 
thi.s end llhey soup-ht war cm the prc- 
^Gxi of the. nccenrity for cxpaoaion and 
greater influence in trade and com- 
meroe. The patrtotlpm and enthusiasm 
of the people jrew into a nationalism 
Trhlch 'became in reaJtty a political 
principle, reqtiirinB the exaltation of 
one nation at ajiO'iher'E expense. Xo 
other outlet but war xras conceived of 
by the individual. Professor Waugh 
believes this spirit was ntlll existent 
and must be taken into consideration 
in sSl oiUculatlons re^rdins the 
future. 

One of the outstanding- factors be- 
fore 1914 was the desire of Germany 
to expand into other -regions and 
maintain her rule over all her sub- 
jects Ti^either within the country or 
outside. Her population was fast in- 
crearing and she was loathe to see 
them emigrate to other • nations. She 
wished to settle them if '})OSKiblu on 
her own ^and, and in consequence 
coveted Britain's colonies and looked 
on the Balkans as another channel of 
oirtlei. Between France and Germany 
there existed .an ante-nse rlvalrj* and 
jeaious>', the ri'sult of numberless wars 
botnveen Ga.uJ and Teuton over a long 
period. France was unconcerned with 
"be expansion problpm of Germany 
but wresïtlcd with iht difficulty of 
increasing her home population and 
remaining ritimericaJly her neighbour's 
equal. Great Britain un'troubled with 
«ither proldem serioudy, regarded the 
situation with great apprehension from 
;in uoonomic point of \-iew. In Russia, 
-a decaying monarchy feared the 
cncroachmenit of socialitnn and aaw as 
the only hope of oonsolldating its 
position, a great war which would 
Juuse national enthUHiasni for the 
government and absorb tho energies 
of ithc people. To a ouroaln extent 
this was aHao tnte of Gurmaoy and the 
milltar>' claiifi. Th«y feared the 
stronct-h of RuBjria and wore undoubt- 
ediy iiifluoncod l^y a. doslrc to strike 
jut hor bpforp the htartlinp, natural 
Increase of the Slavorlc races rendered 
auch an eflori futile. 

In the opinion of Professor Waugl) 
nil t/he«e factors bespoke a low mon- 
taJity 011 the pait of th.; Kuropeanf 
and he bullevcd than the same factors, 
continue Do constitute a menace to 
urorid peace. Thoir removal could 
,,on]y bo i-ffucted by a. change of public 
opinion «nd con.sla.nt offoit 1o think 
of nations not as •sing'le unil« possess- 
ing a dirflnlloly common policy, but, 
collections of individuals having 
different iiiclinuilons and aSplratioiiK. 
The sooner people came to recognize 
tile poBHibllity of reconciling Die con- 
flioUng' opinions between clii.s.seK in 
one nation and another wlllioiif re- 
course to war, the nearer we would 
lljc lo achieving a perraunent jieace.

"It is osseiilially a legal problem 
and yet il. has certain 'human interest 
which , makes It one of the questions 
which can be resurrected and discuss- 
ed at any time," .Mr. 'îarljpr declared. 

The fact that so many people have 
r>rcjudlçcs and views on the .subject 
mak's It difficult to consider the ques- 
tion purely from the .itandpoiiii of the 
facts In hand. Briefly the speaker 
ir.aced t'he history of the i|U'stion, 
ifrom the .\ct of ISfiS to the present 
time with the case past the Supreme 
Court. 

The Commission recently did not 
agree. Six questions were sent lo the 
Court of King's Bench. These covered 
the wlKiIe fie'd of the proWem. the 
cise was lul'y .'irgiied, Tho Protes- 
tants insisted on ii negative answer 
as to .lewish rights In the schools and 
in.'unt.aincd that the 190:< Act was un- 
constltullonhl. There were two .lowlBh 
p:n-iies. and ilf- Catholics, the latter 
claiinln;,' that education in CJiioboc 
w.is .1 rnonoiioly of Ihe Christians. Tho 
«■"oiiri of King's Bencli decided that 
the act was unconstitutional. The case 
went to the Supreme Court. Here the 
.ir:;iinieiu was more profound and 
' .\tenslve. 

The \i. >; A., .act permits provinces 
to legislate on nialters of education. 
It was framed when only Catholics 
and Protestants were contemplalod. 
Now the law of ISfil states that any- 
one can ho received at any "t* 
snhools. Anticipa ling a division It pro- 
viiled for Catholic .-ind I'rotcstnnt 
schools, both of which ahoiild he com 
moil schools. 

A Simple Task 

"The Supremo Court has ihiis a 
simple task." the speaker dfClured.

Tile .|i;wh had this right 
aiiyliow Hence the act Is not uncon- 
stitutional.

The Supreine Courl makes a subtle 
iiillinpnrl,anl distinct ion between th« 
sdiools of Montreal and Quebec and 
llios^' ol the rural dialricls 'i'lij.

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A SUGGESTION 




. Every .st udentr has, in the course of the day, a little spare 
tinic. There are always odd moments, little nooks and crannies 
of .time, as it were, in which we f ind . purselycs with nothing to 
do. Of course we need thCvSe little rest'"pcnods now and again, 
but if we fritter aimlessly about while we are resting, 
it often happens tliat on some occai^ions a whole hour or even 
a whole afternoon may pass by in idleness, then wc wake up at 
night time and wonder why we have been such fools as to waste 
fîie best part of iho day. 

One way of keeping ourselves from moving around during 
our leisure time is to have some interesting book on our tables, 
which wc mjiy piok up and read whenever we have the oppor 
tunity. Somo may say that we have reading enough in our, col 
lege cour.ses, but reading for courses is labour, while reading what 
we! witfli to read is pleasure. The mere . fact of reading a 
jbopk, which, we have not got to pass an examination on should 
fbe^i'èfreshing enough for most of us. 

The benefits of forming such a habit as this arc twé-fold. 
Fir.st, when y.yc rest, wit will be refreshed, for it is a fact (hat of- 
ten after a period of liopcless idling we feel more tired and more 
unfitted for our work than if we had been engaged in some plea 
- surcaljlc occupation. Again, if we choose our books wisely we 
will gain much from a cultural standpoint of view, for the 
thoughts of our greatest and our best men have been embodied 
in the book.s Avhich they have written. In other words, we will 
become more efficient .students and as time goes on will gradual- 
/ 'ly acquire a love for reading tliat will form one of the most plea- 
sant hobbies of our lives. Everyone will find life greatly enrich- 
ed by a varied course of reading in which interest and not com- 
pulsion, is the chief incentive. . 

. . What shall we readV That, of course, depends on the likes 
and dislikes of the per.son concerned. Most of us, in our college 
courses, have i-un aci-os.s books that we should like to read some 
day, but always our more compulsory work has intervened and 
we have kept putting off until the time comes when we have un- 
limited leisure. This unlimited leisure idea is of course a mere 
chimera, and the sooner we cast it off and start to utilize our 
periods of limited leisure, the better for us. The great majority 
will prefer to keep works of fiction for. their lighter reading;, 
and this is quite right, for in our courses we generally get all the 
heavy )-eadiiig jiecessary. Of novels there are two outstanding 
.classes. The modern, wiiich drive one's blood all into a fever, 
■.'■.-■and those that are not modern, but which we enjoy most when 
sitting in an easy chair before the fire with the only pipe in the 
world draAving just right. In the long run, books of the last 
kind will be found more satisfying. True, they are not general- 
^ ly as exciting as those of the first kind, but they are books that 
• you can read again and again and at every repetition they seem 
to afford a keener pleasure. 

The books in the library are not all confined to dry philo- 
sophical treatises and expositions of theories and economics. 
With all due deference to the important place that these books 
, hold in the^ curriculum, it is nevertheless a fact that shelf after 
shcilf is filled with the works of noyelistsr past arid present, 
classical and unclassical. This gi-eat wealth of the best litera- 
ture from all the ages present to us a goldijin opportunity. Al- 
though we seem to be busy now, most, of us are not nearly as 
busy as we will be latei- on in life and we should try now to take 
advantage of oui- opi)o)luiiitie.s, and at the same time form a 
^habit that will cling to us through life and that will benefit us 
fibJy. ■

Hhat 1 will 
be piiidoncd If 1 digress from tills 
stand and discuss the evolution of 
Nazarene philosophy. 

In the first place, it Is unnecessary 
to dispute the hl-storical or leg- 
endary existence of the Nazarene. 

AVhcthcr 
Ho really lived or not the main point 
of contention is whether the per.non- 
ality of the Nazarene is a proper re- 
flection of a "philosophy of the 
weak, of the unfit tcft, of the down- 
trodden In :inclent Palestine,'' Sci- 
ence Graduate believes that the Na- 
zarene represented a picture of the 
'■.itronsest, of tlie fittest and the 
be.st," ;i decision with which 1 beg 
to disagree. 

.\azarcne pbllosophy is indisput- 
ably ot proletarian origin. It was a 
philosophy, il Weltonscha.uung- of the 
weak, of the downtrodden who ob- 
jected to the rule and superior class 
position of tliu fittest of that time. 
Wlio were Its adherents, If not fish- 
cr-folk, carpenters and' others who 
wore t?ie unifltî And tho Nazarene, 
being a member of that class of so- 
ciety and aided by others of the same 
class reflected the .^ipirlt of revolt of 
that clatM against Iho rulo of the fit- 
test.. 'J'iiat iH why., tiip fittest were 
bitterly opposed to Nazarene doc- 
trines. Was not even John the Bup- 
ilst a rebel? Was he not a member 
of thn Kssenub who believed that "all 
things .should bo held In common"? 
And. tukinp for granted that tho Kw- 
zareno wa.s a, mpinbcr of the fittest, 
yet. It la iiosslble I hut a member of 
the fittest will proach doctrines on 
belwlC of Iho uiiflttcsl, because Ihoy 
rightly, but In my opinion -wrongly 
believe Uia.t the unfittcst. should rule. 
For example, Mnrx_ Ijonin and Tiot- 
Kky were not prolclijrians by Idrtli 
uiid Iraining, yet these people iiiilvq- 
ly believed and espcciajly the last 
still believes that the proletariat I.e. 
I'he uniflltest should overlihrow the 
1'Htf.M i/iid rule Inslcud, So that the 
Nuzorcno either "fit or unfit." can 
and ilid preuCh a plUlosophy •which 
in its CKsencq prcacniod the foellngs 
of the unfittcst tp. the people of that 
time. /

From .1910 to 1025, Inclusive, addi- 
tions to the North American n«.w|inHiU,

50 machines of .1,500 Ions <liiily cupii- 
oity, of which U machines wore in the 
United Htaes, 35 in Canada and i In 
Newfoundland. Olhcr new machines 
dndcr construction which will be in- 
stalled during the first h.ilf of lOjiG 
will inoko a total mnnufucturlng capti- 
ctly of 6,300 tons <laiiy In Canada and 
5,600 In tlio United .States, in addition 
to which Ihero will lie by that time 
a dally capacity of TOO tons In .New- 
foundland.

Dally mini:— Scholars will turn 
wistful cye.s towards Baltimore at the 
announcement that Johns Mopklnti 
will soon return to Its Ideal of gradu- 
ate work only. Lack of funds has con- 
Htrnlncd the university to Install two 
years ot ninlerpradiiato work, but 
these will lie eliminated when funds 
are available to go back to the ideal 
set up-«at;thc ".^thool's founding. 

The Vellcltous slate of affairs iit 
Tohns Ifopklns must call up vain re- 
grets that iilhor schools, if not all 
others, .cannot follow the Same policy 
of education. It is lamentable that II- 
liniols and other big schools require 
an elaborate system of adminiHlriilivo 
n^aclUnery which coinpel.s iMHtruclor.s 
10 devote llieir time to cillin;; rolls 
and making out gi-ade.s, to .say nothing 
of other administrative work which 
would,' under Ideal conditions, be done 
by persons who could not do the Icnab- 
ing thai the ln.3truclora can. 

The place of research In education 
is a, peculiar one in most schools. At 
Illinois, for ^f.'XHmple, there are great 
schol.irïT whose research has broiiglil 
themsclvon .uid thi- rnlvciuliy repnto, 
but who c.'Mi lem-li Indif tcrenlly.
